In tio part of tbe country is industry at 
so low'an ebb," 'capital so nnremuaerafive 
ill its lirvestments, and their joint pro> 
ducts so poorly paid for, as here, in New 
England at the present time. The 
specialties of our &kjiled labor, wiiich were 
once a source of wealth to the capitalist 
nnd profitable enplojment to the peop'e, 
firti now (1 <lf(ig ii! t.he market, and refuse 
to go into coiisuraption' a*t apy price. 
They are relatively much cheaper than 
the agricultural prorlncts of the West nnd 
Soalli, or the raw material products of the 
middle States. Not only are one manu- 
factures closed, or running on short time, 
and our mechaniOa>and laborlQ^' mea' by 
thousands throiyf^ oiit of employuKfot, but 
our commercial diasses are sufiTering im- 
nicuso losses from tbe stagnation of trade 
and shrinkage in raerchandiso values. 
The latter are obliged to 'carry' not only 
the products of Now England com- 
merce and industry, but also, to a 
great extent, those of every other 
section of the country. Hence upon 
Ibair shoulders the depreciation in pri- 
ces principally falls. And the situation with 
us rendered still more severo and trying 
from the fact that our foreign commeroa and 
iiB depeodaot iuteieits contiDoe iu a depressed 
and crippled condition, In fast, the nub'e 
nice of importing and shipping inetchania, 
once the pride and boast of our New Eng- 
land seaports, whose ships ploughed the wa- 
ters of every sea and poiirod into our markets 
the wealth of every olime, are mw,alafl, fall- 
ing into comparative dccayt Ouv mercauiilo 
maiinc, swept from the ocean during the last 
war, involving a loss of milliona of capital 
nat only shared by any other section of the 
country, shows no signs ol recovery from the 
blow. Tbe high cost of labor and the un- 
friendly policy of tbe Uoverumeai in inoreaa" 
log a tax on tonnage, and discri.ninating 
B^afnst shipbuildii'g ma erials, have prevent- 
ed any attempt to repair that heavy lose.
